Weddells Bequeath 
*10,000 To University 


Eisenhower Presents 
Army Award To Marvin 


• UNDER TIIE WILLS (ft former 
ambassador and Mrs. Ale^atuf&r W. 
Weddell, who were killed in a New 
Year's Day train wreck In Missouri, 
the University is to receive teit 
thousand dollars. 

Similar amounts were bequeathed 
to four other colleges and universi- 
ties. Those schools benefiting are 
the College of William and Mary, 
Ilampden-Sydney, the University of 
Richmond, and the rector and 
board of visitors of the University 
of Virginia. 

Mr. Weddell graduated from tho 
University In 1908, and served as 
an ahimnl member of Its Board of 
Trustees from 1943 until 1947. Be- 
cause of his distinguished career as 
a diplomat, the University con- 
ferred upon him, during the June 
Commencement Exercises In 1942, 
the Alumni Award for achievement 
in Diplomacy and for service to the 
University. 

Mrs. Weddell was the donor of 
the Alexander W. Weddell Prize, 
awarded annually to the University 
student who writes the best essay 
on the subject of "the promotion of 
peace among the nations of th® 
world." 

In the words of General Ulysses 
Grant III, vice-president of The 
University} "Theirs were Jives, of 
service, lo their community as well 
as to the Nation, and the University 
was privileged to share in the re- 
sults of this service. In their 
deaths we all have suffered a great 
loss." 

Th® Virginia Historical Society, 
of which Weddell was president, 
will receive the bulk of the estates. 
The Society was willed 8100,000 
from each estate, as well as the fur- 
nishings, books, tapestries, and 
other art objects In the Weddell's 
Virginia home. All money not 
otherwise bequeathed is to be held 
In trust for the Society.

• FOR THE PAST DECADE, the 
University’s Physical Education de- 
partment, aided by the guidance 
of Mr. Bill Meyers, has developed 
a program designed to strengthen 
the bodies of the students who are 
placed under their jurisdiction. 

A physical efficiency test has 
been tried and developed- over a 
number of years. The effort has 
resulted in a six-event system that 
taxes the strertgth, agility, coordi- 
nation, and muscular development 
of the individual. Each test has a 
separate purpose and measures the 
efficiency of a certain part of the 
body. 

After all the events have been 
taken by the student under exami- 
nation, the scores are computed as 
a whole and a qualitative average 
is produced. Then in possession of 
these facts, Mr. R|y Hanken, whose 
job It la to supervise the condition- 
ing process,' ban map out a pro- 
gram that will elevate the over-ail 
physical condition of the examinee. 
As an added measure A group of 
specialised exercises ire given to 
thosa students who are lacking suf- 
ficient muscular development in a 
certain part of the. physique. 

The actual content of the test 
can be enumerated as follows: The 
240-yard dodging run which Is an 
endurance event; sit-ups which 
test the strength of the abdominal 
muscles; the standing broad jump 


wherein leg power must be uti- 
lized; the medicine ball event that 
tests the strength of the arm*! a 
two-hand ball dribble against a 
wall that stresses arm-eye coordi- 
nation, and over-hand chin or pull- 
ups which is an all-out effort that 
tests the pulling power of the 
upper half of the body, particularly 
the shoulder muscles. 

In commenting upon the over-all 
physical condition of the American 
youth. Meyers stated that the na- 
ture of their physjeal activity has 
led to a rather curious bodily de- 
velopment. He further qualified by 
remarking that because the bulk 
o( their physical activity and Inter- 
est has been along social lines that 
stress team play, the development 
of oertaln parts of the body has 
been neglected. 

Meyers has found that the legs 
are the most developed organs, 
while the upper part of the body, 
particularly the shoulders, are. In a 
great many cases, decidedly under- 
develdped. This Is credited to the 
social factor prevalent In oiir sys- 
tem of physical activity. 

The importance of the physical 
efficiency test and the program of 
supervised activity that follows it 
lies in the fact that it can be used 
to determine and correct certain 
physical deficiency.

• WORLD WAR II veteran* de- 
ciding to' *tudy oversea* may be 
Ale to qualify for benefits under 
the Fulbrlght Act and the GI Bill 
at the same time, Veterans Ad- 
ministration ruled. 

The ruling held that payment of 
education and training benefits 
under . the GI Bill may be made 
to student-veterans regardless of 
«ny grants made them under the 
Fulbrlgh't Act, since the funds used 
to administer the Fulbrlght Act by 
the Department of Slate were not 
secured from United States Govern- 
ment appropriations. 

May Study Under Both 
*. <' As a result, World War II vet- 

erans qualifying for foreign study 
under both laws may receive bene- 
fits allowed them under the Ful- 
bright Act as supplemental to the 
benefits provided them by the GI 
Bill, VA said. 

Under the Serviceman’* - Read- 
justment Act (Cl Bill), World War 
II veterans may study In a VA- 
approved foreign educational in- 
stitution under the same provisions 
that apply to st udy in a college or 
university In the United States. 

VA Will Pay
